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PREFACE. 




URSUANT to a Statute of the nineteenth year of King Henry 
the Seventh^ [a.d. 1503-4] it was enacted, **that no 
Masters, Wardens, and Fellowships of Crafts or Mysteries, 
nor any of them, nor any Rulers of Guilds or Fraternities," 
should from thenceforth " take upon them to make any 
Acts or Ordinances, nor to execute any Acts or Ordinances 
by them heretofore made, in disheritance or diminution of the 
Prerogative of the King, nor of other, nor against the common 
profit of the people, but if the same Acts or Ordinances be examined and approved 
by the Chancellor, Treasurer of England, and Chief Justices of either Bench, or three 
of them ; or before both the Justices of Assizes in their circuit or progress in that 
Shire where such Acts or Ordinances be made, upon pain of forfeiture of forty 
Pounds for every time that they do the contrary." 

In accordance with this Act the Master, Wardens, and Commonalty of Freemen 
of the Art or Mystery of Clothworkers of the City of London, exhibited their 
" Books," containing such Articles, Acts, and Ordinances " ordained and devised for 
the better rule, order, and government of the said Company," and of such others who 
used the Ai't or Mystery of Clothworkers within the City of London, as by the laws 
of the realm the said Company was " privileged and authorized." These " Books " 
were thereupon "perused, examined, and fully considered," and "for good and 
laudable Ordinances, Constitutions, and Oaths," accepted, allowed, and admitted. 
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by tho Judges to whom they were submitted for approval ; and, as such, they now 
remain on record among the archives of the Company. 

The Clothworkers have at present in their possession three such sets of their 
Ordinances, respectively dated — 17th January, 23 Henry VIII., a.d. 1531-2 ; 
2nd July, 29 Elizabeth, a.d. 15S7 ; and 18th April, 15 Charles I., a.d. 1639. These 
are given in their entirety in this volume, printed precisely in the same form, as to 
spelling and abbreviations, as they appear on the original skins of vellum. 

In addition to their own Ordinances, the Muniment-chest of the Company 
contains two other important documents of a similar nature to those above 
described, connected with the two ancient Fraternities, through the union of which, 
the Guild of the Clothworkers was originally formed, and received its Charter of 
Incorporation. The documents are, the Deed of Incorporation of the Fullers, 
dated 18th October, 20 Edward IV., a.d. 1480, and the Ordinances of the Fraternity 
of Shearmen, dated 18th February, 23 Henry VII., a.d. 1507-8; they are also 
included in these pages in their chronological order. 

In the Appendix will be found some earlier Appointments or Ordinances of the 
Brotherhood of Shearmen, which were discovered some few years back among the 
records of the Probate Court, now deposited in Somerset House. They are dated 
27th February, 1452-3, and are the earliest complete set of Ordinances of this 
Craft hitherto brought to light, though it is evident from the City Records, as 
referred to in the " Liber Albits,^^ that much earlier ones of the Fullers as well as of 
the Shearmen must have existed, though they are not now forthcoming, except 
as detached Ordinances. 

The documents which are given in Appendix B, are taken from Riley's edition 
of the " Liber Custuinarum,^* and serve to connect the different crafts engaged in 
the early manufacture of cloth in this country, at a time when their distinctive 
features had not as yet assumed a definite and recognized character.

itttn be it ordeyned that if any psonne or psonnes of the said Crafte by the 
said Maister Wardeyns and Assistentes for the tyme being heraftre be inhabled to 
have and take the saide clothing for the hono' and worship of the said Gitie and the 
honesty of the Felauship And of his obstinacie and frowardnesse refiise it and woft 
not take it uppon hyin That then he or they soo refusing and woft not be con- 
formable but contynue stitt in his or thair selve-witt and obstinacie shaft forfaicte 
and pay as ofbeii as he soo refuseth c i to the use of the nodes charges and relieffif 
aforsaid. 

itttn be it ordeyned that every psonne of the said lyvey after that he hathe 
had twyes clothing shaft kepe alwayes ij lyveys togiddres that is to say his best 
lyvey and his secunde bottl gowne and hoode Soo that he alwaies shaft have twoo 
olothingf togiddres for the worship of the Oitie and the honnesty of the same Crafte 
uppoii payne of forfaicture of a fyne of xl i to the uses aforsaid. 

iUm be it ordeyned that from hensforth alwayes before every viij day of Sep- 
tembr next folowing aftre the eleccion of every of the said newe Wardeyns As weft the 
olde Maister and Wardeyns as the newe Maister and Wardeyns witfc the xij Assistentf 
to theyih elected and chosen uppon a lauAift wameng shaft assemble togiddres at 
thair said Comon Haft and ther the newe Maister and Wardeyns in the presence of 
the said olde Wardeyns and of the said xij Assistentf shaft take thair othe and charge 
of Wardeynrie uppon theym aftre the olde use and custume and swome to supporte

sevaft qnartredaies according to the forme abovesaid shall forfaicte at every tyme in 
the name of a payne vj s viij d to be levied to the uses aforsaide without a reasonable 
excuse approved And if any of the said xij Assistentf aftre he is laufully warned to 
come to the said* quatredayes make default and come not therunto for thententf 
aforsaid shaft forfaicte as often to the uses aforsaid iij i iiij d of hym to be levied 
without he have a reasonable excuse shewed and proved. 

itttn be it ordeyned that ayenst every quartreday every housholder Freeman of 
the said Crafte that is laufully warned by the officer of the said Crafte shaft coine to

saide Wardeyns for the tyme being at suche a convenient quartreday as shaft seme to 
theyfii of the same quatredayes moste convenient and expedient shaft cause as many 
of the articles here in this booke expressed and writen as they shaft thinke to be 
necessarie to be redde and publisshed to the psonnes of the saide Crafte assembled 
at the said quatreday to thentent they shaft not pj tende any excuse of ignorance or 
noon knowlege of the same articles nor the contentes therof.

shall hire nor pcure or cause any othre to hire by corrupcion of gieftf or 
otbrewise any mani of psonne of the saide Crafte out of his soyle house or 
lees that he hatb or dwellitti in or to high the rent therof for malice by crafte 
or covyn uppon payne to forfaict for a fyne c i to the uses of the charges 
nedes and reliefi^ abovespecified.

Crafte in taking away the liveng of sucli psonnes Free Jo^neymen as have beene 
apprentices and s? ved thair termes in the said Crafte Uppoii payne of forfaicture 
of vj i viij d at every tyme for a fyne to thuses aforsaid. 

itttn be it ordeyned that in like wise noon of the said housholdres from 
hensfortti lende out any thair apprentices for to here any burden or to cary 
any wares or rachandises from place to place or to here any bowke to and from 
Thamyse or to fetche water for odre men Inasmoche as ther be Porters and 
waterberars and othre pou people laborers grete nombre in the said Citie of 
London that with suche businesses wolde gladly des^ve somwhat toward thair 
pou lyvengf Uppoii payne to every housholder doeng contrarie herunto to forfaicte at 
evry tyme to thuses abovesaid vj s viij d. 

ittVCi be it ordeyned that noo psonne of the said Crafte being sm housholder 
from hensfortll set any foreyii or straunger on werl^ in the said Citie as long as he 
may have a Free Journeyman that hath beene apprentice in the same Citie at the same 
Crafte to doo hyiii svice Uppoii payne of forfaicture of a payne of xl i at every tyme 
any man dotll herunto contrarie to be to the use of the same Crafte as is above 
specified. 

9l!e(l)0 be it ordeyned that almaS of sveng men of the saide Crafte and every 
of theym from hensforth shalbe of good rule and demoynure ayenst the saide Maistre 
Wardeyns and Fellauship and every of theyin And from hensforth shaft not 
make any unlaufuft assemblies brodrehods congregacions or flokking togiddres 
within the saide Citie or fraunchise of the same or in any othre place without the 
same in eschewing of suche inconveniences riottf and troubles as before tyme have 
cofne of suche thingf Uppoii payne to every psonne offending this ordinaunce to 
forfaict at every tyme to the uses above expl ssed xiij i iiij d. 

itttn be it ordeyned that every sveng maii of the said Crafte that sveth therin 
by the moneth the quarter half-yere or yere and being at his maisters table and 
lodgieng shall yeve due attendaunce uppon the same his maister with whom he 
wirkyth Soo that the same maister let not the same sv^t from hering of divine 
svice And the same sv^t shaft not absent hyin selve out of his maisters svice 
nothre holyday nor werkeday without his maisters licence And the same maister 
shaft kepe the same svaunt in reasonable awe and drede during the tyme of his soo 
being in svice And not sufire hyih as ferre as he may lette that his said Svaunt use 
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any riotte or misrule nor mayntene hym therin TJppon payne of forfaicture of 
c i to be levied of the goodes of the saide maister to the use and charges above 
exp^ssed. 

itttn be it ordeyned that every psonne being a sveng msm in the said Crafte 
that werkith by the day and goitll to his owne fynding be not bounde to attendaunce 
but to come in the mo'neng of the same holiday And aftre the olde maner and 
oustume to hang out his maisters wete clothes And at the eveneng of the same 
day shaft come and helpe to take theyni in and to ley theym to the shereborde 
ayenst the mo^neng of the day foloweng And alsoo according to the same olde 
maner and custume every suche sveng man oS every werkeng day shaft come to 
his werke at iiij of the clot in the mo'neng And to ley ve his werke at viij of the 
clot in the evenyng And if he kepe not his houres afler the said custume 
and maner Then it shalbe hefuft to his maister to chekke hy&i of his wages 
aftre the rate as he lakkith of his daies svice that is say every houre a ferthing 
as of olde tyme and alsoo of late dayes it hatb beene accustumed. 

itttn be it ordeyned that if any discorde striff or debate any time fortune to 
faft for any cause or matier whatsoev it be betwixt any housholder of the said 
Craft and his svaunt lowes jo'neyman or apprentice whiche w*out pJjudice of the 
Kingf lawes may be peased and refourmed by good and wise moynes Then the said 
pties before they move or attempt any thing one of theym ayenst im othre in that 
behalve shaft first shewe the matier and the cause therof with aft the circumstances 
of the same to the Maister Wardeyns and Assistentes of the said Crafte for the tyme 
being to the entent that they by thair good discrecions may set a good ende and 
ordre in the same as may accorde with good reason in eschewing of trouble Soo 
the same ordre be reasonable and laufuft And eithre of the saide pties then to be 
bounde to obey and fulfitt the same ordre and direction TJppon payne to the pties or 
partie disobedient to forfaicte at every tyme to the uses af orsaide xx s And if the 
saide parties or any of theym be soo unreasonable that they wift not be refourmed by 
the said Maistre and Wardeyns and Assistentf according to good reason and con- 
science Then eithre of the saide parties shaft take thair advauntage as they shaft 
thinke good according to the ordre of the Kingf lawes.

and kynred Uppoii payne of forfaicture of xx ^ at every tyme to be levied uppon every 
psonne offending this ordinaunce to be to thuses abovesaid. 

itttn be it ordeyned that the Maister of every suche apprentice aftre the olde 
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maiu and custume at the first quartreday aftre his bjnding shaft pisente the same 
apprentice before the Wardeyns of the said Orafte for the tyme being And at the 
same p7sentement shaft pay and ley downe to thuse of the same Crafte for the entree 
of the saide apprentice into the booke of accompt for a memoriaft xx d aftre the olde 
manor and custume And he that ofienditb this ordinaunce shaft forfaicte at every 
tyme to the use of the saide Fellauship to be imployed as is abovesaid x i. 

ittttt wher every Freeman infiraunchised within the said Citie is depely swome 
that he shaft take nooii apprentice for lesse terme then for vij yeres And that he 
shaft not pi sent the same apprentice to be made Freeman without he have dueely 
Si ved the terme of vij yeres fiiUy complete Yet it hath beene seene and knowen that 
dyvers apprentices have renne away and depted thair maisters 8?vice within thair 
times And have beene absent aft or the more parte of thair terme of apprenticehod 
And then aftre that have repayred to thair said maisters ayeii whiche maisters by 
covyn colour and corrupcioii have aftrewardes presented suche apprentices before the 
Ohambreley n of the saide Citie ther testifieng thair sJ vices by theym duely to be doone 
Thrugfc whiche gjured moynes and subtile demoynure the same apprentices have 
atteyned the fraunchise and libertie of the saide citie. 

^f)ttUiVt in eschewing of such wilfiift pjurie be it ordeyned that noo psonne 
of the same Crafte of Shermen from hensforth pisume or take uppoii hym to

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come to thejm in suche laufufi mats as he shalbe assigned to doo at the houre and 
place to hyih oonveniently appoyncted for suche causes and matiers concneng the 
same Crafte wherof he shaft have more playne knowlege at his comeng And if he 
make default at his houre appoinctect then shaft he forfaicte as often and for every

ittttt be it ordeyned that if any psonne infraunchised in the saide Crafte here- 
after be soo misadvised maliciously to dispise or rebuke any mam of psonne of the 
same occupacion and spially suche as have beene Maister or Wardeyns or suche as be 
of the clothing in open audience or elleswher shaft forfaicte and pay at every tyme to 
the said use xx i. 

ittttt be it ordeyned that the saide Wardeyns and thair successours for the tyme 
being at aft times herafter according to suche grauntes as be made to theyiii by the 
Kingf grace or his noble progenitours have auctoritie and power alwaies at laufuft 
seasons to serche almam psonnes of the saide Misterie and Crafte of Shermen 
useng the brod-sheres asweft uppon woUen clothe as uppon fustians within the Citie 
of London and the libties and pcincte of the same being of the fraunchise thereof 
To ovsee that they doo thair werke laufully suerly and werkemanly for the comon 
wele and prouflBct And that they use noo maS of sleightf ne undue werkf in the 
same ayenst the comon proufficte And if any ma8 of faultes or sleightf be doone 
and founde in the saide serche othre in wollen clothes or fustians contrarie to the 
saide comon proufRcte Then aft the same clothes and ftistians by the same Maister 
and Wardeyns may be taken carried and borne away into thair Comon Haft ther

therof had before the Co-wardeyns and the said Assistentf shaft forfaicte at every 
tyme to the use of the same Fellauship xl i or more or lesse as shalbe considered and 
ordered by the same Oo-wardens and the xij Assistentf or the more parte of theyfii. 

itttSl be it ordeyned that noo psonne or psonnes infraunchised in the saide 
Grafte bieng selhng or retailleng any fustians within the saide Citie or the libties of 
the same in noo wise from hensforth calandre or cause to be calandred any fustians 
in any mam of wise before the same ftistian or fustians be truely and werkemanly 
wrough? and shome with the brod-shere for the comon weele of the Kingf liege 
people nor put any suche fustians into suche places to be calandred wher as the said 
Wardeyns of the said occupacioii for the tyme being cannot nor may have serch 
uppon the same Uppon payne of forfaioture at evy tyme of the some of vj 5 viij d for a 
fyne to be levied to thuses abovesaide And in hkewise that noo calandre occupier 
and keper of calandre in any msM of wise doo calandre any suche fustians before

and dosens of what condicioii so ev^ it be made within this realme to take and bere 
awaye to their Comen Haft and there to be thoroughly sen and ther to paie for a
